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Pope sends peace, justice message to UN

UNITED NATIONS (NC) — Pope 
John Paul I decried human rights 
violations, urged peace, and pleaded the 
case of indebted Third World countries in 
a message Oct. 18 marking the United 
Nations’ 40th anniversary. ; 


In a French-language message 
delivered to the General Assembly by 
Vatican Secretary of State Cardinal 
Agostino Casaroli, the pope said the 
international community ‘‘cannot 
tolerate’? systematic violation of human 
rights. 

THE PONTIFF said that racism, 
torture, and repression are being 
exercised by various countries, which he 
did not name. 

He also said that the Third World’s 
huge debt has created 
a new ‘“‘relationship 
of dependence’’ with 
developed countries, 
which ‘‘cannot be 
posed solely in 
economic and 
monetary terms,”’ 
but as: ‘‘a problem of 
political cooperation 
and economic ethics.”’ 


The long-term debt of developing 
countries totals more than $600 billion. 

“NEITHER THE creditor countries 
nor the debtor countries have anything to 
gain from the development of situations 
of despair that would be uncontrollable,” 
the pope said. Bs 


The United Nations was in the midst of 
a 10-day commemorative session 
celebrating its establishment in 1945. The 
pope described it as an ‘‘irreplaceable 
institution in the present stage of the 
history of humanity.”’ 


In his message, the pope said that the 
organization has a leading role to play in 
coordinating international efforts for 
peace. 


THE PROSPECT of nuclear war 
‘obliges us, some would say condemns 
us, to create a new sort of future in which 
the solutions of law and justice are 
victorious over the law of the most 
powerful,’’ he said: 


He identified the Holy See’s interests 
with those of the United Nations, saying 
their common objectives must be: 

¢ Immediately intensifying the process 
of general, balanced, and controlled 
disarmament. 

e Strengthening the moral and 
juridical authority of the United Nations 
in safeguarding peace. 

¢ Promoting international cooperation 
in development. 

e Fulfilling human rights agreements 
and defending such rights. 

e Effectively recognizing the 
principles of law and the rules contained 
in the 1945 U.N. charter, the 1948 
Universal Declaration of Human Rights 
and other international treaties. 

The pope called for greater confidence 
among nations with differing social and 
political systems — particularly among 


Theologian foresees that 
hierarchy will still have 
place in future church

NEW ORLEANS (NC) — Even ina 
future Church that is more open and 
ecumenical, authority and a hierarchy 
will be needed, Jesuit Father Avery 
Dulles told Catholic canon lawyers 
meeting in New Orleans Oct. 14-17. 


Father Dulles, a theology professor at 
The Catholic University of America, gave 
the opening address at the four-day 
meeting of the Canon Law Society of 
America, which drew more than 500 
American teachers and practitioners of 
church law. 

HIS TALK was titled ‘‘Ecclesial 
Futurology’’ and it focused on predictions 
about the future of the Church by the late 
German Jesuit theologian, Father Karl 


Rahner. Father Dulles, however, 
disclaimed ‘‘donning the prophet’s 
mantle. There will be no prophecy 
tonight.” 


In Father Rahner’s vision, he said, the 
future church would be: 

® ‘An open church’’ in ~which 
‘«dissenting opinions are tolerated.”’ 

e ‘An ecumenical church’’ achieving 
institutional unity. prior to full doctrinal 
agreement. 

e ‘A church from the roots, of small 
groups, in which change is not from 
above but from below.”’ 

e “A sacral church ...a church of 
mystery, of evangelical joy.”’ 


Even in an open church that tolerates 
dissent, however, ‘‘dissent should not be 
expressed in ways that denigrate 
authority,’ Father Dulles said. - 


“THE CATHOLIC faithful have a 
right to expect clear and forthright 
teaching from popes and bishops. How- 
ever, popes and bishops cannot allow 
their teaching to be treated as mere 
suggestions,” he said. 

He notéd that church lawyers have a 
role to play when church authority inter- 
feres with legitimate dissent. ‘“The 
problem is one of harmonizing rights and 
responsibilities,’” he said. 

Father Rahner argued that the Second 
Vatican Council in the 1960s marked the 
starting point of the Roman Catholic 
Church becoming truly a world church. 


VATICAN II also ‘“‘plunged the 
Church into the mainstream of the 
ecumenical movement,’’ and _ Father 
Rahner foresaw ‘‘an umbrella church 
where others can exist and find shelter,”’ 
Father Dulles said. 


He warned, though, that ‘‘it would be 
a mistake to yield in ecumenical 
impatience to institutional unity without 
doctrinal agreement.’’ The council 
proposed an ecumenism: based on 
dialogue and patience, he said.

The Nicaraguan bishops’ conference 
has protested government treatment of 
the Church and the recent crackdown on 
civil rights, including religious freedom. 


‘Intimidation of priests, break-ins and 
raiding of church property, and threat 
and pressure on the laity injure the 
respect and guarantee of fundamental 
rights, such as freedom of conscience and 
of expression of Catholics’ religious 
convictions,’” said the statement, released 


Oct: 20. 


THE SAME day, Cardinal Miguel 
Obando Bravo of Managua, Nicaragua, 
led about 7,000 people in a_ short 
procession from a church to a cathedral in 
Esteli, about 100 miles north of 
Managua. The cardinal has been an out- 
spoken critic of Nicaragua’s Sandinista 
government. 


Police watched the procession, but no 
incidents were reported, despite 
restrictions on assembly and travel. 


On Oct. 15, Nicaraguan President 
Daniel Ortega formally suspended 
freedom of speech, assembly, and travel, 
as well as the right of workers to strike and 
the right of habeas corpus for prisoners. 
He said the rights ‘were suspended 


because ‘‘the brutal aggression by North 
America and its internal allies has created 
an extraordinary 
country. 

NICARAGUAN SECURITY agents 
previously had entered a church-owned 


situation’’ in the 


dangers very difficult to avoid,’’ the pope 
said in his message. 


However, ‘‘40 years of experience have 
shown how much the objectives that are 
common to the Holy See and to the 
United Nations must absolutely be 
pursued, in spite of possible setbacks and 
numerous disappointments.”’

Msgr. Daniel F. Hoye, general 
secretary of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, protested the government 
actions in an Oct. 16 telegram to Ortega. 


‘‘We deeply regret the decision of the 
government of Nicaragua to reinstate the 
excessively broad restrictions imposed by 
the state of emergency,’’ said Msgr. 
Hoye. 


‘REGARDING THE unfortunate 
events surrounding the inauguration of 
the publication Iglesia, we call for a 
settlement that will respect the right of the 
Church to publish freely,’’ he said. 


Announcing the suspension of rights, 
Ortega said there were “agents of 
imperialism,’’ including some in 
‘‘religious institutions,’’ trying to 
destabilize the country. 


In an interview with National Catholic 
News Service Oct. 17, Francisco Camp- 
bell, minister-counselor for political 
affairs at the Nicaraguan Embassy in 
Washington, said the religious figure 
Ortega was referring to was Msgr. Bis- 
marck Carballo, an official of the Arch- 
diocese of Managua. 

Campbell said Msgr. Carballo 
published Iglesia without registering the 
publication.

PRIEST’S KILLER SENTENCED — A 
man convicted of killing 68-year-old Josephite 
Father Henry Bouchie in 1983 has been 
sentenced by a county court in Liberty, Texas, 
to death by lethal injection. David Wayne 
DeBlanc, 29, was found guilty of fatally 
shooting Father Bouchie in the head Feb. 18, 
1983. The priest, pastor of Our Mother of 
Mercy Church in Ames, Texas, in the Diocese 
of Beaumont, was found on the back porch of 
the rectory by the parish housekeeper. His 
wallet was missing, the rectory had been 
ransacked, and some religious artifacts were 
taken. 


BISHOPS‘ AGENDA — A new pro-life 
activities plan and evangelization and campus 
ministry statements are on the U.S. Catholic 
bishops’ agenda when they meet in 
Washington Nov. 11-15. The new pro-life 
- plan stresses abortion as a central issue but 
also highlights the ‘‘consistent ethic of life’’ 
approach to all life issues advocated by 
Cardinal Joseph Bernardin of Chicago, chair- 
man of the bishops’ Committee on Pro-Life 
Activities. The bishops, meeting under their 
twin organizational titles of National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops and U.S. 
Catholic Conference, also plan to discuss the 
second draft of a national pastoral letter on 
Catholic teaching and the U.S. economy and 
to vote on a revised version of the Catholic 
liturgical rites for funerals. 


APPOINTED TO CURIA — Three U.S. 
churchmen named cardinals in April were 
given seats in the Roman Curia. Cardinal 


John J. O’Connor of New York was named as 
a member of the Congregation for Bishops, the 
Council for the Public Affairs of the Church, 
and the Pontifical Commission for Social 
Communications. Cardinal Bernard Law of 
Boston was named to the Congregation for the 
Evangelization of Peoples. Cardinal Myroslav 
Lubachivsky, chief archbishop of Ukrainian 
Catholics was named to the Congregation for 
Eastern Churches and the Secretariat for Non- 
Believers. 


EQUAL ACCESS DISPUTED — Attorneys 
for the U.S. government and a group of public 
high school students told the U.S. Supreme 
Court that the First Amendment should not be 
used to ban a voluntary, extracurricular 
student religious group from meeting in a 
public school. A lawyer supporting the 
Pennsylvania school’s right to prevent the 
group from meeting said the 
religious-oriented activity violates the First 
Amendment’s Establishment Clause. The 
case, Bender vs. Williamsport Area High 
School, involves the issue of so-called ‘‘equal 
access,’ the right of high school student Bible- 
study or religion-oriented clubs to have the 
Same access to classrooms as other extra- 
curricular student groups and activities. 


POLITICAL REREADING — Versions of 
liberation theology that violate Vatican guide- 
lines are being disseminated in Latin America 
in numerous books, essays, and articles, 
according to a document signed by four Latin 
American bishops. The document was also 
signed by 20 priests and lay people involved in 
church pastoral programs. The theological 
works “demand an essentially political re- 
reading of the word of God, which leads to 
interpreting the entire Christian existence, 
faith, and theology according to a political 
formula,’’ said the document.

SAN DIEGO — The San Diego Catholic Worker 
(SDCW) has come to the rescue of clients who received 
their evening meal at the city’s Rescue Mission before its 
temporary closing Oct. 7 due to lack of funds. 


A week later, many of the city’s poor gathered in front 
of SDCW at 343 16th St., waiting for the 5 p.m. dinner 
the facility is serving every day except Sunday until 
Rescue Mission reopens. Between 200 and 500 form the 
cafeteria line that inches its way into the dining room.

salad, lemon pie, and fruit punch. 


ORDINARILY, CATHOLIC Worker volunteers 
serve over 300 noon meals, SDCW vice president Betty 
Watson said. 

How has the facility been able to double its delivery of 
food for the needy? 

‘“‘The Lord provides whatever we need’’ in terms of 
funds, volunteers, and energy, Watson explained. 


THE BULK of its funds come from donors in at least 
10 Catholic parishes and from several churches of other 
denominations ‘‘in times of special need,’’ she added. 


Since Rescue Mission closed, an ecumenical group has 
committed contributions of $300 a day to help feed these 
poor, Father Joseph Carroll, St. Vincent de Paul Center 
director, said. However, any expenses incurred over that 
amount ‘‘will be absorbed’’ by Catholic Worker and our 
center, he added. 

Other agencies and churches supporting the evening- 
meal project are Catholic Community Services; 
METRO, the United Methodist Urban Ministry; First 
Presbyterian Church, Presbytery of San Diego, Episcopal 
Community Services; and Lutheran Social Services. 


Volunteers from each group work one of two shifts every 


evening, Watson said. 


‘AN ECUMENICAL effort provides a broader base 
for fund-raising and increasing the number of volunteers, 
Father Carroll said. It also ‘‘helps different congregations 
focus on the needs of the homeless.”’ 


Watson also credits SDCW’s accomplishments to the 
support of Catholic Community Services (CCS), which 
directs volunteers and food to its doors. ‘‘Father Regin 
(CCS executive director) and Father Carroll have never 
refused our needs,”’ she said. 


SDCW receives periodic shipments of food staples from 
California State Department of Education’s Office of 
Surplus Property. Catholic Worker pays freight charges 
for the commodities, Watson said. 

ADDING THE evening meal to SDCW services has 
meant increased hours for its volunteers. Betty Watson 
and her husband, Gerald, are on hand. from mid- 
afternoon until about 8 p.m., so ‘“‘the other volunteers are 
comfortable’’ with their duties.

‘‘A core of 30 regular volunteers and another 10 ‘‘on 
call and on hand every day’’ comprise most of SDCW’s 
work force, Watson said. ‘‘We plan our personal lives 
around the needs of the poor.”’ 


About a dozen volunteers ‘‘devote their entire lives to 
Catholic Worker,’’ Jane Emerson, president, said. ‘‘It’s 
their chief vocation, advocation, and employment.” 
Other volunteers with full-time jobs are equally 
dedicated, devoting at least 10 hours a week to the 
movement, she added. 


EMERSON, EMPLOYED as a site monitor for a 
private nutrition agency, has been a member of Catholic 
Worker since the San Diego movement was organized in 
1979. She gives ‘‘road show’’ presentations of SDCW at 
local churches and agencies to win support for the group. 


Alice Smith, another six-year member and kitchen 
coordinator, plans menus, buys food, and supervises 
three cooks. The Lord ‘‘sends us as disciples to do His 
work’? of feeding the poor, the parishioner of Christ the 
King parish said. 


Smith’s regular assistant, Darryl Loften, ‘‘enjoys 
meeting people’’ and the work experience he gains during 


his daily six-hour shift in the kitchen.

parish level. A fyindamentalist bible study 
often was the only show in town. This gap 
between‘the ideal and the real led many 
people to seek their scriptural education 
elsewhere. 


I also take issue with his diatribes about 
fundamentalism, so reminiscent of the old 
us and them mentality. Far from being 
threatened by TV evangelists and other 
fundamentalist religions, the biggest 
obstacle for the Catholic Church seems to 
be a self-righteous attitude that precludes 
any constructive doubt on the laity’s part. 
If the Church has lost ‘“‘thousands’’ to 
other faiths, perhaps that says more about 
Catholicism than it does about fundamen- 
talism. 


D’Souza’s findings are summarized in the fall issue of Policy 
Review, a quarterly published by an avowedly partisan ultracon- 
servative Washington think tank. His survey is not a neutral, 
Gallup-like survey, but a polemical essay sponsored by an 
organization that has criticized the two pastorals from the outset. 


D’Souza has concluded that the bishops he interviewed ‘‘know 
little or nothing about the ideas and proposals to which they are 
putting their signature and lending their religious authority.’’ 
Hold it. Let’s stop right there. 


D’Souza’s questions dealt, not with the basic religious and 
ethical values at the heart of the two pastorals, but with a 
sampling of somewhat more technical policy matters referred to 
in the documents. If he has read the pastorals, D’Souza knows 
that in their treatment of these specific policy matters the bishops 
are not invoking or hiding behind ‘‘their religious authority.”’ 
Their recommendations on these matters are simply that — put 
forth to stimulate, not foreclose, debate on the most effective way 
to implement basic biblical and ethical values. 


It smacks of militant bigotry to accuse 
all fundamentalists of being anti- 
Catholic. For that matter, I question 
whether all Catholics would hold a 
unanimity of opinion on the Papacy, the 
priesthood, and other subjects riddled 
with ambiguities. My window-washer is a 
Jehovah’s Witness, who is one of the most 
compassionate and faith-filled people I’ve 
been blessed to meet. When he noticed I 
had a metal bound copy of The Old 
Testament in Hebrew, he asked to see it. 
He not only was a student of the 
language, but also he was conversant with 
history and shared my appreciation of our 
collective roots in God’s word. As a 
Catholic I would be greatly diminished 
not to experience our continually 
enriching conversations. 


D’Souza is not to be criticized for reporting — accurately, I 
assume — that, too often for comfort, the bishops he interviewed 
were not fully informed about some policy issues dealt with in the 
pastorals. Their answers to some of his questions were admittedly 
rather lame. I assume that when they read their answers in cold 
print they will be prompted to catch up on their homework before 
voting on the economic pastoral next year. 


If the bishops feel uncomfortable about being called to account 
by D’Souza, imagine how President Reagan must feel these days 
when the media and even some of his own advisers worriedly 
suggest that he still has a lot to learn before the November 
summit conference with Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev. The 
president often gets his facts wrong when answering questions 
from the media and then has to endure the sight of his embattled 
Press secretary trying to correct his ‘‘misstatements.’’ 


I say this not to belittle the president but simply to suggest 
that, if misery loves company, the bishops interviewed by 
D’Souza are in the best of company indeed. 


D’Souza and some of his admirers, notably syndicated 
columnist Jeffrey Hart, are somewhat selective in their concern. 
They profess to be terribly shocked by the bishops’ lack of 
expertise on certain policy issues and at the same time amused. 


Dialogue and respect go further than 
condemnation. Sweeping generalities are 
fraught with pitfalls and certainly don’t 
promote understanding. Madeleine 
L’Engle said it more eloquently when she 
coined the phrase ‘‘the scandal of the 
particular.’’

Ask yourself, however, why Hart and D’Souza aren’t laughing 
just as hard at President Reagan’s far more ominous lack of 
expertise on some of the life-and-death issues to be discussed in 
Geneva. The answer is obvious. On almost every public-policy 
issue they agree with the president and disagree with the bishops. 
Their laughter is just as simple — and as partisan — as that.

It was 10:30 p.m. I was tired, self-pitying, and slumped 
in my chair. It had been one of those days filled with 
meaningless urgencies where I had to get something done 
so I could get something else done before I could 
accomplish a third task.

natural. Now we feel guilty if we let a phone go 
unattended. 

We’ve come to believe that when pressures increase, we 
must increase already over-taxed energies instead of the 
reverse. We feel guilty relaxing and renewing our energy 
source if there is work to be done. 


IN RESEARCHING my latest book, Stress and the 
Healthy Family, (Winston Press), I discovered that 
families best able to control everyday stresses pay 
attention to their stress level. They recognize the 
symptoms early and find ways of hanging out a “‘Gone 
Fishing”’ sign in their family life. 

What are these signs? Tension that underlies and gives 
rise to harsh words and unprovoked anger; a constant 
sense of urgency and hurry-up; a feeling that one can 
never catch up or get everything done; a desire to escape 
to be alone; a feeling that kids are growing up too fast and 
that daily life is out of control; a longing for a simpler life; 
and ongoing guilt for not being caught-up, patient, and 
perfect enough. 

All families live with these to some degree but some 
families live with them at peak level most of the time. 
They refuse to stop and put life into persepctive by 
‘‘going fishing’’ or taking time off. Instead they increase 
the pace, which increases the tension. 


how much is too much? 


JUST AS we learn to perceive signals in our body 
telling us to slow down — headaches, crankiness, clumsi- 
ness — so do we need to recognize signals in our family 
telling us that we’re edging toward too much stress. 


However, recognizing the signals isn’t enough. We 
must act or the stresses will continue. Frequently, action 
requires a new look at priorities. Are all these activities 
more important than harmonious family life? Which can 


go? 


My research found that the most common everyday 
stresses include money, children, time, and shared 
responsibility. The astonishing fact is that four of the top 
10 stresses have to do with time: insufficent couple time, 
personal time, family play time, and an overscheduled 
calendar. 


, 


CLEARLY IF we want to make our homes and lives 
more stress-free, we have to take practical steps in 
protecting our time. Time is the great equalizer. We 
don’t all have the same money, children, or talents, but 
we do all have the same 24 hours daily. 


Can we give ourselves and our families permission to 
say: ‘‘I’ll think about that tomorrow’’ or ‘‘Gone Fishing”’ 
when we recognize the need? Healthy families do, and 
they don’t feel guilty, either. 


Things to take for granted 


Like many other people in our parishes, I attend a 
small scripture study group on a more or less regular 
basis, where current excerpts are read and discussed. 
Recently, the point was raised that our purpose in living 
is not only personal salvation — God promised us that in 
our baptism and confirmation — but also the building of 
His kingdom and the bringing to reality in ourselves of 
the Christ-image within us. _ 

It lead to lively discussion and was greeted as a new and 
mind-boggling idea. It all seemed quite familiar and I 
realized that this same group had debated the same point 
several times before. There had been intervals of some 
months in between each discussion, it is true, but it 
seemed to indicate how little we absorb or retain of what 
we read and talk about — particularly in the matter of 
religious belief. 


I CANNOT believe that an idea or concept can be 
mind-boggling. each time it is presented unless we have 
forgotten it in the interim. If we have really thought about 
it, surely there must be a time of reasonable acceptance if 
not agreement? How many times, in effect, does one’s 
mind need to be boggled before the message penetrates? 


It is a question one can imagine Jesus asking the 
Father. Certainly, He said something of the kind to the 
disciples: ‘‘Have I been with you so long and still you 
don’t understand?’’ The Fathers of the Church must have 


Essays in Theology

A couple weeks ago I offered a suggestion that the U.S. 
Catholic bishops issue a pastoral letter on the ongoing 
problem of fundamentalism in the Catholic Church. My 
focus in that earlier column was on_ biblical 
fundamentalism. 

There is little doubt that biblical fundamentalism is the 
source of thousands of defections from the Catholic 
Church, especially, although not exclusively, within the 
Hispanic community. Indeed, the newly installed arch- 
bishop of Los Angeles has already identified this as one of 
his principal pastoral concerns. : 

BIBLICAL FUNDAMENTALISM is not, the only 
form of the problem. There is also doctrinal 
fundamentalism, which is common even among college 
graduates and professionals. Indeed, there is a whole 
generation of Catholic college graduates whose 
understanding of faith is equal to what they remember of 
the college theology (or religion) courses they took 25 or 
30 years ago — or more. 

Ironically, some of the most straightforward official 
criticism of doctrinal fundamentalism appeared in a 
document directed against Hans Kueng. More ironical 
still: the document came from the same Vatican 
Congregation (Doctrine of the Faith) that would later 
censure Father Kueng and remove his canonical mission 
to teach Catholic theology. 


had it in mind when they decided to repeat the Scriptures 
over and over again in the liturgical readings. 


In this case maybe the idea was too unfamiliar or 
seemed too contradictory to what we had learned as 
children. Yet, it is all there in Scripture. Peter speaks in 
his first letter of our ‘‘sure’’ hope of the inheritance that is 
kept for us in heaven; in Ephesians Paul repeats the idea 
and goes on to elaborate on the need for the participation 
of the faithful in building the kingdom, which is the 
Church for us on earth. It is a structure that is constantly 
in the making and is entrusted to us equally with the 
apostles. 

IN A COMMENTARY on the theme, Thierry 
Maertens speaks of the Church (or kingdom) as still in 
construction, ‘“‘founded and established yet still 
unfinished. It is the personal work of God and Christ but 
cannot rise without the collaboration of the 
people . . . the care placed in its founding is not enough 
for it to be fully the resting place of God in Spirit. It 
remains weak and incomplete so as to allow itself to be 
continually erected by Christ on the foundation of the 
Word.”’ 


That sounds to me as though we are created to be active 
participants in this building — not primarily for our own 
benefit, but to prepare God’s dwelling place among us. 
It’s mind-boggling, for sure, but a lot more exciting and 


On June 24, 1973, the Congregation issued its 
Declaration in Defense of the Catholic Doctrine on the 
Church Against Certain Errors of the Present Day, 
known by its Latin title as Mysterium Ecclesiae. The 
document is remarkably similar to Pope Pius XII’s 
encyclical of 1943, Divino Afflante Spiritu, in that both insist 
on the historicity of God’s word, whether given in the 
Bible or in the official teachings of the Church. 


‘(WITH REGARD to this historical condition,’’ the 
document declares, ‘‘it must first be observed that the 
meaning of the pronouncements of faith depend partly 
upon the expressive power of the language used at a 
certain point in time and in particular circumstances.”’ 

Dogmatic truth can be expressed ‘“incompletely’’ and 
then, at some later date, ‘‘when considered in a broader 
context of faith or human knowlege, it receives a fuller 
and more perfect expression.” 

Furthermore, one always has to be careful in 
interpreting church teachings from past centuries. It is 
not always clear what those teachings mean simply by 
reading them — in translation at that. The Church 
‘‘usually (had) the intention of solving certain questions 
or removing certain errors.” 

MOREOVER, THE very language and concepts 
employed by the teaching Church in its official 


reasonable than to imagine we are condemned to a never- 
ending struggle to attain personal perfection against -in- 
surmountable odds. How much more encouraging to 
dwell on Jesus’ own words in response to the apostles’ 
question: ‘‘Who can be saved then?” 


‘“For men,”’ He said, ‘‘this is impossible, but for God 
all things are possible.’’ 


THAT, TOO, is mind-boggling, but if we believe in 
God we must surely also believe in His word, and from 
there it is not a great step to acceptance and to integrating 
this belief into our way of life. We can then accept God’s 
promises as fact and get on with the business of our 
responsibility in the construction He has entrusted to us, 
confident that His love and generosity will overcome our 
inadequacies and turn them to His good use. 


Then we move from our boggled state and take a few 
things for granted, such as the fact that we will find our 
worthiness only in union with God; that He has enough 
faith in us to invite our help in this evolving creation of 
His kingdom; that only by forgetting about ourselves will 
we be freed enough to really make a difference in our joint 
task and come to the happiness He always planned for us, 
free for the kind of service He needs from us. We may 
become effective members of the unboggled — if not the 
community of saints.

pronouncements ‘‘bear traces’ of the ‘‘changeable 
conceptions of a given epoch.’’ We have to know what the 
language and concepts meant at the time they were used, 
not as they are understood and used today. 


‘*All these things have to be taken into account in order 
that these pronouncements may be properly interpreted.”’ 
The key words here are: ‘‘properly interpreted.’’ 


For the fundamentalist, interpretation 1s unnecessary 
because the meaning of the text is self-evident. No one is 
more irrelevant, therefore, than the theologian. 


THE THEOLOGIAN’S task, according to the 
Congregation, is to ‘‘seek to define exactly the intention 
of teaching proper to the various formulas, and in 
carrying out this work they are of considerable assistance 
to the living magisterium of the Church.”’ 


If the U.S. Catholic bishops were to issue such a 
pastoral letter on Catholic fundamentalism, they could 
not confine themselves to citing various Vatican or papal 
pronouncements. The letter would have too much of an 
academic ring to it and, in any case, would not help the 
reader deal with the root causes of fundamentalism. 

The pastoral letter would have to address. some of the 
underlying psychological forces that prompt so many 
Catholics to pursue what one theologian has called a “‘lust 
for certitude.’’ More about that another time. 
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Council restored awareness of others

Every document of the Second Vatican Council 


affected seminary training because changes in any aspect 
of church life require adaptations in the way its. future 
pastors and sacramental leaders are prepared. 


From that perspective Optatam Totius, the Decree on 
Priestly Formation approved by the council on Oct. 28, 
1965, was basically a housekeeping instrument. It was 
designed to put seminary structures and programs on a 
path that would enable them to train future church 
leaders appropriately. 


IN ANOTHER sense, however, that housekeeping job 
was absolutely central to the whole project of conciliar 
renewal. ‘“This sacred synod well knows that the wished- 
for renewal of the whole Church depends in large measure 
on a ministry of priests that is vitalized by the spirit of 
Christ,’’ says the decree’s opening sentence. 


The document was approved with almost no 
controversy, but seminaries were among the leading hot- 
beds of controversy in the first decade of renewal after the 
council. 


Like religious orders, seminaries moved into the front 
lines of renewal and reform. Their efforts included some 
new ideas and experiments that were ill-conceived, and 
controversy over such “‘aberrations’’ often distracted 
attention from positive results also being achieved, in a 
relatively short time and in fidelity to council mandates. 


MAJOR NEW features of priestly formation that the 
council decree called for included: 

® Systematic adaptation of general church norms by 
bishops’ conferences to make the seminaries in each 
country more responsive to local conditions and needs. 

e A much stronger emphasis on Scripture as the 
cornerstone of academic and spiritual formation in 
seminaries. 

¢ Teaching of current philosophical trends as well as 
classical philosophy to provide a rounded intellectual basis 
for theological formation. 

¢ Establishment of programs of pastoral formation as 
well as academic formation to teach seminarians “‘the art 
of excerising the apostolate not only in theory but also in 
practice.’’ 

© Systematic efforts to assure the continuing education 
of priests after ordination. 


Ecumenism

generally did not act very Christian toward other 
Christians. 


Pope John XXIII and Vatican II changed that in the 
early 1960s, bringing the Catholic Church suddenly and 
forcefully into the world of ecumenism. Catholics 
discovered a world of dialogue, shared action and prayer, 
and most importantly, of mutual respect, understanding, 
and love. 


REUNION OF separated Christians was one of Pope 
John’s fondest dreams. He announced his plans for 
Vatican II at a ceremony marking the end of the 1959 
Week of Prayer for Christian Unity, and he called 
reunion of all Christians a central aim of the council. 


On Novy. 21, 1964, the last day of the council’s third 
session, the council approved and Pope Paul VI 
promulgated Unitatis Redintegratio, the decree on 
ecumenism. One of the council’s most inspiring and 
hopeful achievements, the decree has been the keystone of 
the Church’s manifold ecumenical efforts since then. 


The decree contains some remarkable assertions that 
could scarcely have been imagined in any Roman 
document of earlier years. 


ADMITTING A Catholic share in guilt for Christian 
divisions, it says: ‘‘Thus, in humble prayer, we beg 
pardon of God and of our separated brethren, just as we 
forgive those who trespass against us.’’ 


It calls for a dramatic reversal from the isolationism 
and anti-Protestant polemics of the past, saying that 
“Catholics must joyfully acknowledge and esteem the 
truly Christian endowments from our common heritage 
that are to be found among our separated brethren.”’ 


While the document warns against a ‘‘false conciliatory 
approach”’ that glosses over real differences, it also makes 
it clear that reunion is not a one-way street. Internal 
Catholic renewal to conform more closely to the Gospel, 
both in structures and in spiritual life, is seen as an 
essential ecumenical task. 


Eastern rites 
The Second Vatican Council did much to restore a 
general awareness among Western Catholics of those 


diverse, ancient families of Catholics known as the 
Eastern rites. 
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The council’s Decree on Eastern Catholic Churches, 
issued Nov. 21, 1964, declared that the Church’s one 
Latin and 17 Eastern rites were all “‘of equal dignity, so 
that none of them is superior to the others by reason of 
rite.’’ Until late in the 19th century, popes for several 
centuries had asserted a superiority of the Latin rite. 


THE COUNCIL itself made many Latin-rite 
Catholics really aware for the first time of the diversity 
and multiplicity of rites within the Church. 


The council’s decree on Eastern Catholics not only 


affirms their rites, but also it challenges them on several @, e 


fronts, among them: 

e¢ To recover their authentic liturgical, legal, and 
spiritual traditions, which in some rites for various 
historical reasons had been partly or even substantially 
Latinized. 
' @ To play a full part in the Church’s mission of 
‘‘preaching the Gospel to the whole world.”’ 

° To play ‘‘a special role. . . in promoting the unity 
of all Christians, particularly Easterners.’’ 

¢ The postconciliar life of the Eastern rites was 
affected by all the council documents. Even the liturgy 
document, which had reform of the Latin-rite liturgy as 
its central goal, said that its more general 
norms were to be applied to all the rites. 


As a result of Vatican II, the Eastern Catholic 
churches, each at its own pace and with different 
emphases, have engaged in substantial programs of 
reform and renewal. The Eastern rites have entered more 
fully into the general life of the whole Church.

One of the more interesting Catholic phenomena of the 
last 20 years has been the massive effort of the Church’s

That was what the Second Vatican Council directed 
Religious to do with Perfectae Caritatis, the Decree on the 
Appropriate Renewal of Religious Life, approved and 
issued Oct. 28, 1965. 

THE DOCUMENT began by referring back to an 
earlier council document, the Dogmatic Constitution on 
the Church, which placed religious life in the broader 
context of church life, noting that all Christians are called 
to be holy, whatever their specific vocation. 


The decree called all Religious to return constantly ‘‘to 
the sources of all Christian life and to the original 
inspiration behind a given community”’ as their first 
norm for renewal. The second basic norm was “‘an 
adjustment of the community to the changed conditions of 
the times.’’ 


Since the Gospel is the heart of Christian life, ‘‘a 
following of Christ as proposed by the Gospel’’ was to be 
the “‘supreme law’’ for all Religious. 


CONTEMPLATIVE COMMUNITIES were called 
“the glory of the Church’’ and were urged to revise their 
rules but retain their basic character of ‘‘withdrawal from 
the world’’ and prayerful contemplation. 


Religious communities formed for apostolic purposes 
were reminded that in their orders, ‘‘the very nature of 
religious life requires apostolic action and services. . a 
Hence, the entire life of the members of these 
communities should be penetrated by an apostolic spirit, 
as their entire apostolic activity should be animated by a 
religious spirit.’’ 

Monastic communities were seen as another distinctive 
form of religious life. Secular institutes, whose members 
live lives guided by the evangelical counsels but without 
taking public vows or living in community, were also 
commended and urged to engage in renewal.

Life-threatening suit against hospital 


OKLAHOMA CITY (NC) — A civil rights class 
action suit charging Oklahoma Children’s Memorial 
Hospital officials with ‘life-threatening discrimination”’ 
against children with disabilities was filed in federal court 
by disability rights groups Oct. 3. 

Attorneys for the American Civil Liberties Union 
Children’s Rights Project and the National Legal Center 
for the Medically Dependent and Disabled filed the case 


- on behalf of the Spina Bifida Association of America, the 


Association for Persons with Severe Handicaps, and 
individual plaintiffs. 

THE CONTROVERSY began when a 1983 article 
published by the American Academy of Pediatrics said 
that from 1977 to 1982 decisions about children born with 
spina bifida were made at the hospital based on a non- 
medical, quality-of-life formula. 

Of 69 babies born with the disease between 1977 and 
1982, 36 were given treatment and surgery and all lived, 
the article alleged. The other 33- babies were given 
‘‘supportive care,’’ but denied surgery, and 24 died at an 
average age of 37 days, the article alleged.

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Church 


officials worldwide are preparing to assess 
the impact of the Second Vatican Council 
j at a time when Catholic authorities dis- 
agree over whether applications of its 
4 teachings have been generally good or 
i bad. An extraordinary Synod of Bishops, 
scheduled by Pope John Paul II for Nov. 
24-Dec. 8, is to be the forum for a study of 
how the council teachings have been 
applied in the past two decades. 


Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, head of the: 
Vatican Congregation for the Doctrine of 
the Faith, who said that a ‘‘feminist 
mentality’’ has entered the convents and 
that non-cloistered sisters are in ‘‘grave 
crisis.”’

Missionary effort 

Since the close of the Second Vatican 
Council 20 years ago, the Church has 
pursued its mission of ‘‘preaching the 
Gospel to all men’’ with greater 
sensitivity to local peoples and_ their 
customs, according to church leaders in 
Rome. 


“The changes in religious life do not 
stem from feminism,’’ said _ Sister 
Lasheras. ‘‘They are from theological 
developments’? that have led to a 
““deepening”’ of religious life, she said. 


: The result has been a diminishing role 
for foreign missionaries, and greater 
evangelizing role for native churches. 
However, disagreement remains over 
how much and how quickly local 
traditions should be adopted by native 
churches — particularly in the Mass and 
the sacraments.

RAD nights seek to make religion fun for youth

PARADISE HILLS — Nearly 300 youth voices 
boomed from St. Michael parish hall last Saturday night 
as they sang ‘“‘RAD Night! It’s all right by me! RAD 
Night! T’ll go religiously! It’s radically outrageous, It’s 
spiritually contagious. . . .”’ 

What the youth sang is called the RAD night theme 
song. RAD — or Religious Adventure — night, which 
mixes religion and fun, is a monthly event sponsored by 
the diocesan Youth Office. 


THE EVENING combines music, Bible study, skits, 
and youth and adult speakers who address the night’s 
theme. The Oct. 19 theme was ‘‘Peace: the Price is 
Right.’’ Previous program themes have been sexuality, 
peer pressure, drug and alcohol abuse, and fathers, 
according to Father Edward Kaicher, diocesan Youth 
Office director. 

Father Kaicher explained that the idea for RAD night 


came from the two men who host the program, Mark 
Price and Glenn Erath. 


Price said he approached the diocese with the idea of- 


doing ‘‘a show for youth’’ because he ‘‘was tired of 
Protestants taking kids with their fun nights.’’ He wanted 
to give Catholic youth a program that combined fun with 
religion. 

PRICE DID not want any money charged for 
admission to the program. However, youth are asked to 
bring something pertaining to the theme to gain entrance. 
For example, Price said, ‘‘tonight they had to bring a

peace letter’’ and for the peer pressure program they were 
asked to bring a friend. 


Erath explained that the evening progresses from 
“funny to serious.’’ The adult speaker who addresses the 
night’s theme is always the last part of the program, 
Father Kaicher said, in the hope that it will be the thing 
youth remember most. 


Price and Erath begin the program with witty remarks 
to get youth, ranging in age from 14 to young adult, 
“open and participating”’ in the evening’s theme, Father 
Kaicher said. For example, at the Oct. 19 program on 
peace, Price noted ‘‘peace is people coming together’’ to 
which Erath remarked ‘‘like Rambo, pieces of people all 
over the place.’’ 


ERATH AND Price prepare the show’s humorous 
material, something Erath has experience at in his work 
as one of the KFMB Singers. Price works in advertising. 


For each show, Erath writes and sings a whimsical song 
related to the evening’s topic while Price prepares and 
recites a poem, titled ‘‘Priceless Poetry.’’ 


Applause and cheers emanate from the youth after each 
segment of the program, especially after the Bible study 
portion during which Erath, Price, and Youth Office 
personnel act out a Bible story narrated by Pattie Watson, 
a RAD night volunteer. 


ALTHOUGH THE Bible story is taken from the 
Bible, it is embellished upon by the narrator and actors, 
Watson explained, adding that the story does not always 
pertain to the evening’s theme. Saturday’s bible study 
was ‘‘Jacob Part Two”’ from the Book of Genesis and its 
narration featured lines, such as Leah “‘named her 
daughter Dinah because she had Dinah by the shore”’ and 
“‘Laban was fleeced of his flock.’ 


Youth are encouraged ‘‘to go home and read the 
Bible’’ to see what parts of the skit are true, Price said. 


Another part of the program is a skit based on the 
night’s theme performed by the hosting parish’s youth 
group. Saturday evening’s skit was titled ‘‘The Price is 
Right’’ and featured St. Michael’s youth playing world 
leaders Ronald Reagan and Mikhail Gorbachev bidding 
for world domination.

Colomba’s youth minister who used to sing with the 
Daniel Consiglio Band. 


Saturday’s guest speakers were Linda Smith, founder 
of MEND — Mothers Embracing Nuclear Disarmament 
— , and Michele Brooks, a youth from Our Lady of 
Grace parish. 


Brooks shared memories of her grandfather, who died 
this past summer, with the RAD night assembly. She said 
her grandfather’s life was an example of peace because he 
“‘lived a Christian life. . . . Watch what Jesus did and 
look at the example He gave us,”’ she told the youth. ‘‘He 
died for us. He loved us.”’ 


SMITH GAVE a brief overview of MEND, the group 
she founded, which is dedicated to raising public aware- 
ness of the need for multi-lateral nuclear disarmament. 
She told the youth that ‘‘peace begins with the individual 
and grows and extends through the entire world.”’ 


Those gathered could make peace happen by bringing 
peace to their families, demonstrating good sportsman- 
ship and learning about the variety of cultures that exist in 
their community and the world, Smith said. Smith 
elicited cheers and applause when she noted that those 
assembled had done something to promote peace by 
attending the event. 


Next month, RAD night’s theme will be Thanksgiving, 
Father Kaicher said. The program will be held at St. Rose 
of Lima in Chula Vista Nov. 16 at 7 p.m. The show is 
held at different parishes each month to give youth the 
Opportunity to learn that there are ‘‘other youth groups 
out there and other kids interested in Christ and the 
Church,”’ he explained. 


LAST SATURDAY marked RAD night’s fifth 
occurrence. The program has grown from about 80 youth 
at the first show in June to nearly 300 at this past one.

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Third world debt 


poses hard questions

Pope John Paul II added his voice to 
bishops of Third World countries Oct. 18 
when he spoke of the problem of huge 
debts facing developing nations. 


Earlier, Cardinal Paulo Evaristo Arns 
of Sao Paulo, Brazil, had. said that 
Western governments should lower 
interest rates on the debts, and a spokes- 
man for the Mexican bishops’ conference 
said the problem cannot be solved without 
‘‘respect and humane consideration.”’ 


IN A FRENCH-language message 
delivered to the U.N. General Assembly 
by Vatican Secretary of State Cardinal 
Agostino Casaroli, the pope said the 
Third World’s huge debt has created a 
‘relationship of dependence’’ 
developed countries that ‘‘cannot be 
posed solely in economic and monetary 
terms.”’ It is a ‘‘problem of political 
cooperation and economic ethics,’ he 
said. 


“The economic, social, and -human 
cost of this situation is often such: as to 
bring whole countries to the brink of 
breakdown,’’ Pope John Paul said. 


‘““Moreover, neither the creditor 
countries nor the debtor countries have 
anything to gain from the development of 
situations of despair that would be 
uncontrollable. 


“JUSTICE AND the interests of all 
demand that, at the world level, the 
situation should be envisaged in all its 
aspects and dimensions — not just the 
economic and monetary aspects and 
dimensions, but the social, political, and 
human ones, too,”’ the pope said. 

The long-term debt of developing 
countries totals more than $600 billion. 
Latin American countries owe creditors 
60 percent of that amount. 


BRAZIL IS the largest debtor, owing

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about $104 billion to other countries. 
Mexico is second, with a debt of $97 
billion. In 1984, Brazil had to use $12 
billion of $27 billion in export earnings to 
pay interest on its debt. 


Brazil cannot continue those economic 
trends for long without social trouble, said 
Cardinal Arns, whose poverty-stricken 
archdiocese is the world’s most populous. 


He said interest on Third World debts 
should be set at 4 percent, and leeway 
should be given to countries that cannot 
pay. The cardinal spoke in Glasgow, 
Scotland, early in October at a conference 
marking the 20th anniversary of a relief 
agency set up by Scotland’s bishops. 


‘“‘BANKS WERE cold and did not 
respect people’s suffering,’ the cardinal 
said, explaining why he addressed his 
remarks to governments. 


Later in Mexico City, Father Ricardo 
Cuellar Romo, general secretary of the 
Mexican bishops’ conference, said the 
bishops urge a ‘‘humanitarian 
consciousness’’ in the resolution of the 
debt problem. Mexico’s debt has loomed 
larger since massive destruction from two 
earthquakes in September. 


‘‘We consider insensitive and 
opportunistic those points of view that, 
during the painful moment through 
which we are suffering, propose 
restructuring (the debt) and seek a kind of 
paternalism, above all else,’’ Father 
Cuellar said.

Concern questioned 


Political scientist Michael Harrington 
(Oct. 3) proposes some curious things. 


Among others, he would increase the 
minimum wage an unspecified amount 
and at the same time reduce the work 
week by 12-25 percent. If Harrington 
doesn’t realize it, I’m sure the bishops do. 
His proposal is a fairly precise 
mathematical formula for reducing 
productivity, to which the viability of any 
economy is closely related. 


How lower productivity (read higher 
prices) and the resulting less viable 
economy can help the poor is not 
explained. 


Another curious item: He asserts as a 
fact, that the U.S. spends less on the poor 
than any other Western democracy. His 
source is not named, but if he would add 
together the amounts for the poor in every 
state, county, and city budget, plus the 
federal budget, he would find the total 
spent on the poor in the U.S. exceeds the 
entire-amounts budgeted for everything 
in several Western democracies. 


One has to wonder whether Harrington 
is truly concerned about helping the poor.

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GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. (NC) — 
Worries about the danger of contracting 
AIDS from the Communion cup and 
concerns about the reintroduction of the 
Tridentine Mass surfaced at the national 
meeting: of diocesan liturgical officials in 
Grand Rapids Oct. 7-10. 


No action was taken on either item, 
according to Lawrence Johnson, 
executive secretary of the Federation of 
Diocesan Liturgical Commissions, a co- 
sponsor of the meeting. 


FATHER THOMAS G. Simons, 
director of worship for the Grand Rapids 
diocese, said participants at the meeting 
reported they have received calls asking 
the possibility of contracting AIDS from 
drinking from the Communion cup. 


Public health officials have said that 
AIDS — acquired immune deficiency 
syndrome — _ spreads through sexual 
intercourse with an infected partner or 
through transfusion of blood from an 
infected person. Tests have been 
developed to screen out infected blood. 


Father Simons said in an interview that 
the liturgists decided not to issue a 
statement because they did not want to 
add to the “‘hysteria’’ about AIDS. 


DR. DONALD R. Hopkins, assistant 
surgeon general and acting director of the 
federal Centers for Disease Control, has 
said in a letter to the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops’ Committee on the 


Liturgy that if any diseases are trans- 
mitted by the Communion cup they most 
likely would be common viral illnesses 
such as colds. He added, though, that 
“the transmission of other illnesses 
cannot be entirely excluded.”’ 


He said there has been no suggestion of 
transmission of the virus that causes 
AIDS by sharing of utensils but that 
health officials would only be aware of 
problems if an unusual disease or clusters 
of illnesses could be linked to the 
Communion cup. Thus, he said, the 
CDC cannot guarantee that the practice 
poses no possible threat. 


Two parishes in the Diocese of 
Columbus, Ohio, have stopped 
distributing wine from the common 
Communion cup, citing fear of 
communicable disease. 


THE LITURGISTS in Grand Rapids 
also discussed the Tridentine Mass, 
Father Simons said, because they ‘‘are 
trying to make sure the requests (for the 
Mass) are not out of hand and that the 
guidelines are followed.’’ 


In 1984 Pope John Paul II restored 
permission in certain conditions for use of 
the Tridentine rite. The rite, orginally 
established in the 16th century, was 
named after the Gouncil of Trent, which 
mandated a reform of liturgy and 
development of a single, uniform Latin 
Mass for use in the Western church. 


Worship reform hampered 
by some ‘personal’ liturgies

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Overly 


“‘personalized’’ liturgies are among the 
“regrettable failings’ that mar reform of 
worship services, Pope John Paul II told 
members of the Vatican Congregation for 
Divine Worship. 


The pope also said that some 
adaptations of the liturgy to local cultures 
““carry the’ stamp of pagan or 
superstitious beliefs.’’ 


THE POPE’S 1,000-word speech did 
not include examples of abuses. He 
praised overall application of Vatican II 
liturgical reforms, saying it has produced, 
in most cases, ‘‘full, active, and 


communitarian’’ participation by 
Catholics. 


““However, it is necessary to point out 
that, mixed with this progress, one 
occasionally observes regrettable failings 
that must be corrected: such as a too- 
personalized style, omissions and. illicit 
additions, rites invented outside of the 
established norms, and attitudes that are 
unfavorable to the sense of sacredness, 
beauty, and reconciliation,’’ said the 
pope. 


Such abuses ‘‘cause a very sad 
retardation and deviation of prayer life in 
the Church,’’ he added. 


EVERYBODY “‘TALKS, writes, and 
argues about’’ the liturgy, Pope John 
Paul said. ‘‘People comment on it. People 
praise it. People criticize it. Who really

The pope spoke to members of the 
divine worship congregation at its annual 
plenary assembly. 


“‘T ask you, therefore, to encourage and 
effectively promote all organizations and 
initiatives that aid in the better 
understanding and application of the 
liturgy,’ he said. 


THE POPE encouraged adapting the 
liturgy to local cultures but warned 
church officials to make sure that such 
efforts conform to church norms. 


Such an adaptation process, called 
inculturation, is used in many missionary 
countries. 


Some of these adaptations would seem 
“‘useless or dangerous, above all those 
that carry the stamp of pagan or 
superstitious beliefs,’’ the pope said. 


“THE NEEDED adaptation should 
first of all safeguard the substantial unity 
of the Roman liturgy,’’ he added. 


“In the sacramental liturgy there is an 
unchangeable part of which the Church is 
a guardian, and a changeable part of 
which the Church has. the power — and 
sometimes even the right — to adapt to 
the cultures of newly evangelized 
peoples,’’ the pope said. 

Successful inculturation ‘‘is the fruit of 
a high-level competence and solid studies 
in liturgy, theology, law, history, 
sociology, and the languages of different 


ethnic groups,’’ he added.

Saint and angels to oust 
Halloween party witches 


OSSEO, Minn. (NC) — St. Vincent de Paul Parish in 
Osseo will hold its annual Halloween party Oct. 31, but 
instead of witches and goblins the celebration will feature 
saints and angels and other Christian symbols. 


The idea came from two parish women who decided six 
years ago it was time to move away from the pagan 
influences that they said have become a major part of 
Halloween. 


The two, Colleen Smith and Jackie Siegrist, called the 
traditional Halloween that most children observe 
“‘worshipping the god of the dead.’’ 


Pagan druid worship of centuries ago pre-dates our 
Halloween, said Mrs. Smith. She said folklore of early 
Ireland depicts druids as offering human sacrifice. 


Mrs. Siegrist said that traditionally on Oct. 31, 
Samhain, the lord of the dead, assembled the souls of the 
dead to free them to return to their homes to be 
entertained. She said if their families did not welcome 
them, the spirits cast spells on the household — the 
earliest form of trick or treat. 


Mrs. Smith took her research to the pastor and the 
parish council, telling them she thought it was time to 
honor the saints, not witches.

Quite exceptional, then, is the acting 
career spanning more than 60 years of 
stage, screen, and_ television 
performances that is surveyed in the 
documentary Laurence Olivier — A Life. 


It airs in two parts on successive 
Fridays, Oct. 25 and Nov. 1 on PBS. 


PRODUCED IN 1982 by London 
Weekend Television to mark Olivier’s 
75th birthday, this two-part biography is 
a rich resource for anyone with the 
slightest interest in 20th-century drama 
and specifically the art and craft of acting. 


The commentary is mostly Olivier’s 
own, derived from interviews conducted 
over several months by Melvin Bragg. 
These personal reflections are invaluable 
both as oral history as well as providing a 
sense of the man behind the actor’s mask. 


The son of an Anglo-Catholic priest, 
Olivier says his religious upbringing “‘left 
an indelible mark.’’ Revisiting the Choir 
School at All Saints’ Church in Maryle- 
bone where he first performed Shakes- 
peare, he reflects upon how his early 
religious sense of purpose was transferred 
to his work in the theater. 


THE FIRST program covers his early 
stage and film work, his 1935 triumph in 
several Shakespearean roles and_ his 
disdain for his Hollywood roles in 
Wuthering Heights and Rebecca. He 
recalls that in those days he was ‘‘too

some of his further film productions as 
well as television performances. His stage 
work kept pace with the new British style 
of drama and he became the first director 
of the National Theatre Company. Time 
is also devoted to topics about the actor’s 
technique and versatility. 


Among Olivier’s contemporaries who 
were also interviewed for the program is 
the late Ralph Richardson. In recalling 
their various theatrical ventures over the 
years, Sir Ralph remembers them as 
great times and great fun. That human 
level is what this documentary captures in 
its account of an actor’s lifetime.

The Doctor and the Devils (Fox) 

An often-too-gleefully gruesome 
dramatization of a famous case in the 
early 19th century involving a prominent 
surgeon’s haughty refusal to inquire into 
the source of the cadavers that two Irish 
ruffians furnish him to illustrate his 
lectures in anatomy. Though it’s 
extremely well-acted and has an 
exceptionally literate script, the film 
settles for melodrama, not delving deeply 
enough into what could have been a 
complex gem of a moral play on the 
theme of ends and means. Nonetheless, 
it’s fairly good entertainment for mature 
audiences, provided one isn’t squeamish. 
Because of its violence, its sordid 
environment and some brief nudity, it has 
been classified A-III (adults) by the U.S. 
Catholic Conference. The Motion Picture 
Association of America rating is R 
(restricted). 
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
